Last year the Az- 
tecas were national cham- 
pions of Mexico. They de- 
feated the University of 
Mexico to receive that honor. 
Mexico City College last 
year had a tremendous scor- 
ing punch that scored an 
average of 50 points per 
contest. They only allowed 
11 points per tilt. Included 
in that average was a 93-0 
win over Escuela Nacional 
para Maestros, 21-0 triumph 
of Mexico "Y", a 31-6 win 
from Colegio Militar, a 61-7 
trouncing of  Politechnico 
Nacional and a 32-26 win 
over Universidad Nacional. 

Turning back (о this 
year the Aztecas have open- 
ed their defense of their 
championship with a 20-14 
victory over Colegio Militar. 
In four previous contests, 
with American schools, the 
South of the Border team 
has played and lost them. 

Mexico has fourteen re- 
turning lettermen, and а 
host of rugged individuals 
from this country with plen- 
ty of football experience. 

Manuel Correa, at left 
end, has played five years 
in high school and city col- 
lege ball. He is 23. Alphe

Ever hear the one about: This football team had 
taken a licking, and as friend and foe straggled off the 
field, an irate alumni rushed at the coach, and demanded: 
"Coach, how many are there in the old school's student 
body?" 

"Oh, something like 3000," the coach replied wearily. 

“Well,” the old alum came back, "Can't you find 
just two players who сап get ahead of the ball carrier!” 

As an old Pasadena City College alumnus I might 
ask my good friend, Bob Blackman, the Bulldogs' coach, 
"Can't you find just ONE man who can hang on to the 
ball from the PCC student body of 50002” 

When this little, old 1950 season has ended and 
they'll be looking into the musty, old records, it may 
be written that PCC literally threw away its champion- 
ship hopes. Poor Bob has had more troubles so far 
than the class dunce at examination time. 

But I might tell Bob that the worst is over now. 
You see, the '50 Bulldogs have nothing to lose and 
much to gain. In other words, the old pressuse is over. 
The boys can relax and go out and win 'em all from 
here on in. If some fast back shoots past 'em and runs 
10,000 yards to a teedee, Pasadena is in a spot where 
they can take the ensuing kickoff and run the pants off 
the opposition, It's happened before, and can again. 

This ill luck of fumbling the ball when the chips 
are down can't continue forever. Why, even taxes are 
cut down! This writer knows for sure that the pressure 
of modern football is rough on a squad. Pasadena is no 
exception. In fact, it has been much tougher on the 
Bulldogs because they live in the city of the Rose Bowl. 
The junior college grid mode today is to point for "The 
Little Rose Bowl." Week in and out, the heat gets more 
unbearable. 

After Pasadena lost to Los Angeles—on the score- 
board—I heard the chairman of the LRB game say that 
"we're probably more responsible than any one else." 
That's right. Pasadena people, particularly some of we 
old grads, get higher than a sailor on leave, but in a 
different way. We pull for the old school and want it 
to go undefeated. Before the LRB game came into being, 
this feeling probably wasn't "telegraphed" to the Bull- 
dog players. Today, I feel it is. 

After seeing PCC play, I can't help but know that

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Mexico City College is the only 
American type college in Mexico. It 
was founded in 1940 by Dr. H. L. 
Cain and Mr. Paul Murray. Although 
today a separate school entirely, Mex- 
ico City College is a direct outgrowth 
of the foundation. It is a non-denom- 
inational institution. 

Until February, 1946, the college 
occupied space in the old American 

* School Foundation building at San 
Luis Potosi 214. It then moved to 
temporary quarters at San Luis Potosi 
131. On January 1, 1947, it was in- 

. stalled in the building formerly oc- 
cupied by the Colegio Columbia, fa- 
miliarly known ав the "American 
School Annex." This three-story struc- 
ture, built in 1938 by Dr. Cain, has 
the facilities necessary for classroom 
study under modern conditions. With 
the continued expansion of the col- 
lege, additional space was obtained in 
the building located at Coahuila 223, 
a few blocks walk from the first lo- 
cale. At present, the library, the art 
studio, a small anthropological lab- 
oratory and classrooms are housed 
there. In January and February, 1950, 
more space was found at Manzanillo 
36, for small classrooms, a psychology 
laboratory, and offices for department- 
al chairmen; and at Chiapas 136-138 
wherein were installed the bookstore, 
the college publications, and the ad- 
ministrative offices. Facilities are now 
available for approximately 950 stu- 
dents. The college is located in an 
important residential section of the 
city and is close to numerous board- 
ing houses, restaurants, stores and bus 


lines.
